A PROTRACTED FIGHT.

THE COIN AND CURRENCY RESOURCES.

THE CHICAGO GRAIN AND PROVISION 


MARKET. 

The indications of the present season are 
that the separation of the purely speculative 
salesin this market, as in breadstuffs and 
provisions, from the sales of actual property, 
which separation has been growing wider for 
some time, is soon to become absolute and 
permanent. When that result has been at- 
tained fully, then there will be a better, 
healthier, and, we may add; a more rational, 
market. This result has been brought about 
by the ever magnitude of the 


-increasing 
property offered for sale, by the ever- 


increasing demand for that property abroad, 
and by the presence here of all the capital 
needed to hold all the prodaction which sup- 
‘ply the market. The old practice of sending 
grain and provisions hence to be sold 
by commission men has iong since 
been by the transfer of the pur- 
chases to city. Purchasers for the 
Eastern States, for Canadian shippers, for 
London and Liverpool, and France, Ger- 
many, and Holland, come here with their 
money and make their purchases here, —bills 
on London and Paris being nearly as com- 
mon in this market as are bills on New York. 
This city therefore being the market where- 
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an candidates would be easily elected. The 
tall election in Ohio this year is already dis- 
counted. It is so certain to result in a Re- 
publican victory that prominent candidates 
on the Democratic side ate very few and very 
reluctant. When so shrewd a man as Sena- 
tor TaveMan draws back and higgles about 
accepting a nomination that he could have 
for the asking,—a nomination, moreover, 
that, if it could be followed by an election, 
would be equivalent to his choice in the 
Democratic National Convention,—it is pret- 
ty evident that the Democrats in Ohio this 
year despair of victory. And this we know 
from other sources is the case, Men who 
are accustomed to forecasting results in Ohio 
have estimated the Republican majority this 
year at 20,000. ? 

It is supposed that Indiana, which has 
been a desperately bad Democratic State of 
late, may return a Republican majority this 
year, Thisis more than can be reasonably 
expected ; but the fact that such a predic- 
tion is made and widely entertained by intel- 
ligent men is a sign of the times. New 
York is another State much affected by the 
Democratic policy in Congress. Furnanpo 
Woop naively confessed a few days ago that 
if the Election laws were not modified New 
York could not be carried by the Demo- 
crats again. That meant unquestionably 
that the Democrats hoped to carry it by 
fraud. They carried it in 1876 by a large 
majority, as they allege, without fraud; if 
they cannot do the same again, it must be 
that a great change in popular feeling has 
taken place in that State, 

But the most important effect of the extra 
session relates indirectly to the Grant 
movement. Since it has been fully per- 
ceived that the Democrats have committed 
political suicide, and that, barring accidents, 
the next Premdent will surely bea Repub- 
lican, theré has been much less excitement 
among the politicians about Grant, and his 
availability as a candidate has been much less 
urged. Grant was in any case a dernier res- 
sort, Nobody really wanted him. There was 
no popular enthusiasm for him as opposed to 
all other Republicans. Bat it was felt at 
one time that Granr was the only Repub- 
lican that could be elected. Now that this 
feeling hes passed away, and that the 
people, as a whole, are confident any good 
Republican can be elected, comparatively 
little is heard about Grant. The ideas that 
he was supposed specially to represent are as 
vital as ever. Opposition to Southern force 
is still a cardinal article in the Republican 
creed. Northern men are as determined as 
ever to maintain the dignity of the nation, 
to prohibit the payment of Southern claims, 
and to make the political results of the War 
enduring. But itis felt that all these ends 
can now be secured ag certainly by the elec- 
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justice. To be sure, i was claimed then, 


and is claimed flow, by the few partisans of 
Judge MoAuzisrer, that bis rulings in the 
SuLLIvVAN case were te ally correct, that 
they were good law.

Where there is an ac- 
quittal on the oharge of murder the case 
drops. There can be no second trial, no 
matter how outrageous the rulings made have 
been, leading up to the ttal. ‘The ver- 
dict of acquittal in the Sutuxvau case placed 


Judge McAutisrer’s rulings beyond the reach 


of review by any power except that of im- 
peachment by the proper legal authority, 
or of condemnation by the ultimate authori- 
ty,—that of the people. This latter verdict 
was emphatically rendered at the time. But 
even if the rulings in the Srzvax 
case- were technically correct, Judge 
MoAuustes is not thereby relieved 
from blame. His whole manner of 
conducting the trial led irresistibly to the 
conclusion that his mind was prejudiced, 
and that his prejudices were in favor of the 
prisoner. The court-room was filled with 
the friends of Surxrvan, and they were per- 
mitted to indulge in noisy demonstrations of 
approval or disapproval throughout the en- 
tire course of the trial without rebuke. The 
scene was a shame and reproach to the cause 
of justice, and a disgrace to the judiciary 
and the pedple of this county. 

We do not recall the trial of Surxxvax to 
excite prejudices against Judge MoALLAs run. 
Certainly it is too late to arouse passion, but 
it is not too late to pass the case calmly in 
review, and if upon such review the peo- 
ple are of opinion that the indignation they 
felt at that time was just, they will be the 
better able to act wisely now that the name 
of Judge McAruisrer ig again presented for 
their suffrages rh

SOUTHERN POVERTY. . 
Taken collectively, the people who inhabit 


the old Slave States are as near to practical 
pauperism to-day as it is either comforting 
or pleasing for them to become. This ig not 
said in a taunting spirit, for no true patriot 
can look upon the impoverished and 
poverty-stricken condition of those who in- 
habit the States lying south of Mason and 
Dixon’s line and not be filled with sincere 
regret at the thought that so fair and natu- 
rally fertile a portion of the American con- 
tixent, and apparently so capable of the 
greatest material possibilities, should be so 
tar in the rear of the North, East, and West 
in the march of progress and development 
of resources as to be almost entirely counted 
out of the race. Almost every Southern 
State is to-day financially bankrupt; almost 
all of them have been engaged in compro- 
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that kind. The thrifty Northern man does 
not stop to whittle shingles until his corn is 
planted, his fields clear of weeds, and his 
sheep washed. After his ssed is in the 
ground, and the sun, and the dew, and the 
rain, and all the silent but mighty forces in 
the arcana of Nature have been summoned to 
his support, the Northern man stops long 
enough to settle his accounts, attend the re- 
ligious ansiiversaries, and incidentally discuss 
the Congressional proceedings, and the last 
interpretation of the Fall of Man. | 
And it really seems as if the misfortunes 
of the South would never end. ft was 
thought that the capacity of the arithmetic 
was exhausted in the effort to compute the 
money Value of her losses sustained in the 
ne of her wicked and desperate attempt 
to herself out of the Federal Union; but 
her recuperation had hardly commenced 
when the yellow fever fell like a blight upon 
her feeble industries, and caused a mortality 
among her citizens in the sections visited 
ten times more destructive to life than Suzr- 
man’s famous march from Atlanta to the sea.

A buys from B, and five minutes later 
sells to O at a fraction of a cent advance; D, 
who has already sold short, purchas@ of E 
to balance his transactions; and this is car- 
ried on actively and vigilantly to the latest 
moment of business hours, and then there is 
arash to collect the differences. By the 
record of these large sales it appears that 
prices have advanced and fallen, risen and 
declined during the day, when in fact the 
prices of grain in the hands of the holder 
have remained unchanged and in no wise 
affected by the vociferous changes made by 
the howling transactions o ‘Change. 

The holders of grain fix their own prices. 
If prices ere not satisfactory, they do not 
sell; when prices ane mie, oF when 
they are compelled to sell; they sell on the 
best terms they can get; but in the transac- 
tions in which property actually changes 
hands the prices paid are wholly distinct 
from and in no wise influenced or governed 
by the prices quoted in the transactions 
which are purely speculative and in which 
no property is transferred. 

It is therefore pretty generally established 
that in the Chicago market the daily record 
of short sales does not necessarily fur- 
nish or indicate the actual prices of either 
grain or provisions; that the prices of these 
articles in the hands of actual holders are 


| always affected by these outside and unsub- 


stantial transactions, but that owners or 
holders of these kinds of property are 

able to hold it, and wait until they can 

it on satisfactory terms, just as the owners 
and holders of all other kinds of property 
sell it to the best advantage. Prices rise and 
fall when the property is in store and sales 
are made at losses; but that is incidental to 


some choice as to whom they shall nominate. 
Other things being equal, there d no doubt 
that the people would choose to respect the 
unwritten law which limits any one man to 
two terms of the Presidency. In spite of 
this custom, Gen. Grant would be a better 
man for President, in the opinion of millions 
of his countrymen, than any Democrat would 
be. But there are mary excellent Repub- 
licans who would more fully meet the re- 
quirements of the present occasion.

JUDGE M’ALLISTER. 

It is evident from communications which 
have appeared in Tae Tammo since the 
nomination of Judge MoAriaisrzr to be his 
own successor that the part he played in 
the Scturvan murder trial is still fresh in the 
minds of the people, and that they propose 
to review it during the pending judicial con- 
test. Nor will it do to say that sach a course 
is the result of wunreasoning prejudice. 
Notwithstanding Judge McAnuisrzk’s known 
strong prejudices and tendency to espouse 
the cause of a class of criminals, still, up to 
the time of the Surxxvax trial, he was per- 
haps not only the most popular but the 


most highly respected, on the ground of 


legal ability, of all the members of the 
Bench in this county. Up to that time his 


schemes of refunding little more creditable 
than open repudiation itself. The cities and

Turning from the Sta tes and municipal or- 
ganizations to the people themselves,—and 
we speak-of them in the mass,—we find that 
where there is one thrifty, solvent, well-to- 
do person there is a score of idle, shiftless, 
irresponsible persons who.do not earn the 
poor living that they somehow manage to

use one of their own current phrases, are 
of no sort of account nohow.” Of course 
there are many notable and. praiseworthy ex- 
ceptions to this broad and sweeping asser- 
tion, but they do not alter the general rule, 
nor weaken the generally recognized fact. 
This statement finds corroboration in the 
National revenue receipts, which show that 
out of a total of $235,000,000 paid into the 
2 only $14,000,000 were collected in 
States lately in rebellion, and if we could

THE INEFFICIENCY OF LUNATICS. 

Out of all the recent discussions of in- 
sanity as an excuse for crime, two conclu- 
sions seem to have been developed: First, 
that insanity, in a psychological point of 
view, 18 a question for experts; and second, 
that the experts know very little more about 
it than the common people, It was said by 
a distinguished French professor of this 
subtle branch of medicine that we are all 
mad, differing mainly in degree,—the only 
question being when to lock usup. This 
was the summing up of a vast deal of wis- 
dom upon a subject regarding the rgal nature 
of which the wisest know but little. 

But while the unprofessional portion’ of 
community cannot justly pretend to an 
opinion about insanity as a scientific ques- 
tion, there is one phase of it which they 
cannot well view with unconcern. The 
public may look upon harmless lunacy with 
curiosity or pity, or may listen with helpless 
awe to learned discussions concerning in- 
exes 4 pathalogy and diathesis; but ahey 
cannot contemplate it with strict indifference 
when it takes the objective form of pro- 
miscnous clubs and bullets. However re- 
mote and vague it may sppear as a purely 
scientific question, it loses much of this 
speculative character when it comes home 
to us through a bullet in the body or a blow 
across the skull from a club or bowlder. 
This impresses us, as it were, with the. 
practical and material features of the ques. | 


keep from under their feet, Yet, in spite of 
all these atrocities, which are as familiar as 
our daily walks, there is no known case of a 
driver. being shot upon his perch by some 
outraged and emotionally- insane individ- 
ual whom he had driven over. One instance, 
it is true, occurred in Washington some years 
ago, where a gentleman (who had never lived 
in Chicago), crossing a street with his wife, 
was so annoyed by a man driving, his horse 
against her that he climbed into the buggy, 
threw the driver across the street into the 
gutter, and left the buggy looking as if it 
had been caught in acyclone. But, from the 
inadequacy of the punishment to the offense 
committed, it is doubtful if this ought to 
rank as a true instance of the utility of emo- 
tional insanity. 

There are so many other fields for the 
worthy industry of emotionally-insane peo- 
ple that we do not need to suggest them all. 
We would not recommend any infringement 
by them of the office of the fool-killer, al- 
though that much-needed functionary seems 
latterly to show sigus of weariness or in- 
efficiency. But there is material enough, 
without encroaching on the domain of 
others. There are the political bummers 
and office-seekers; how is it that emotion- 
ally-insane people, bent on deeds of violence, 
have failed to notice the fearfully low mor- 
tality rate among these classes? There are 
the poem-writers, who make life a burden to 
the poetry-editor and his waste-basket a 
burden to the porter who empties it. We 
would not encourage. any tendency to 
lawlessness ; but we venture to hint that if 
any victim of emotional insanity should 
chance to select for his next deed of violence 
a typical subject from the classes named> it

HORRIBLE DEPRAVITY. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New Tonk, May 22.—The trial of Edward 
Rbeinharat, for the murder of his wife Annie, 
was concluded in Richmond County, Staten 
Island, to-day. Rheinhardt was convicted and 
sentenced to be banged July 11. His crime was 
of the most brutal and inhuman character. 
Mrs. Rheinhardt, a young woman, was in child- 
birth at the time of her death, and Rheiuhardt 
was alone with her. The couple had been 
quarrelling hard for some days previous, but no 
noise or disturbance was heard that nigdt, and 
nobody knew‘ then that the woman was 
dead. Rheinhardt says his wile 
died in labor. Wen ber body 
was subsequently discovered, however, that the 
skull was found fractured, ‘That was one of the 
strongest points sgainst the prisoner. What 
followed on the day of the murder was most re- 
markable. The testiniony shows that the dead 
womad was placed in a barrel: that this barrel, 
after being sawed down to fit the enclosed bu- 
man trunk, was headed up, and the heading 
covered with carpet, The barrel was renoved 
from the room where these operations were per- 
formed, placed upon a wheelbarrow, and wheeled 
along the public highway in broad day- 
light between the hours of 10 Q’clock 
in the morning and 12 o’clock noon, No 
attempt at concealment was made. When 
asked what he bad in the barrel, Rheinbhardt 
coolly replied: “Crockery for my mother in- 
law.” At one point on the way the barrel fell 
off the wheelbarrow, and was quietiy replaced. 
It was taken to a hole, or grave, already pre- 
pared, and the strange burial was completed, 
without mourners or service. Probably this 
would have been the end of the matter had pot 
Rheinhardt become frightened and removed the 
barrel to Silyer Lake, where it was discovered, 
and the contents finally proved to be the 
remains of Mrs. Rheinhardt. It came out, 
as showing the motive,» that Khelnhardt 
bad married a second wife in New York, and 
was lu danger of arrest for bigamy. The jury 
was out forty minutes. Before his sentence, 
Rheinhardt made a long speech, claiming inno- 
cence. He said he put nis wife’s body in a bar- 
rel and buried jt secretly, for fear be would be

A STRICTLY’ NOVEL TRAGEDY.

Crosomnatt, O., May 23.—A very remarkable 
tragedy occurred this moraing on the bluffs 
above Corwin, on the Little Miami Railway, be- 
tween Cincinnati and Xenia. Capt. W. R. Hoel, 
of the United States beacon-light steamer Lily, 
in an attempt to kill a rival in his 
wife’s affections; ‘killed himself. Dr. J. 
B. Hough, formerly a Professor in a 
medical college in Cincinnati, but now a prac- 
ticing physician of Waynesville, was suspected 
by Capt. Hoelof too great intimacy with his 
wife. Last night be had pretended to go to 
Ciocinnati, but bid himself in his house. 
This morning Dr. Hough visited the 
house, ostensibly on 2 professional call, 
and, according to the testimony 
of a colore’ servant, was seated in a parlor with 
Mrs. Hoel in his lap when Hoel entered, pistol 
in hand, and began firing. After the first shot 
the pistol, which was a huge navy revolver, would 


not go off. He snapped the cap, and then 


took the weapon by the barrel and 
began - beating Hough over the bead. 
While this wasin progress the pistol accidental- 
ly went off, and Hoel fell dead with a bullet 
through his heart. Hough was badly injured 
by the blows, but will recover. A brother 
of Mrs. Hoel says her husband was un- 
reasonably jealous, and teils of his baving 
locked her up in the house, burned her 
music, and threatened to kill her. Evidence 
taken at the inquest this evening goes to show 
that Hough’s visit to the house have been very 
frequent of late, and prolonged beyond the 
limits of professional calls. Dr. Hough strong- 
ly denies that there was any improper intimacy. 
The affair has created great excitement in the 
community, as all the partics were widcly 
known, 

Capt. Hoel was the hero who ran his boat past 
Vicksburg while that piace was under siege 
during the late War.

ASSESSMENT AND EQUALIZATION.

Mapison, Wis., Mav 23.—The State Board of 
Equalization has been in session at the Secre- 
tary of State’s office since Wednesday. The 
Board consists of Secretary of State Warner, 
State Treasurer Guenther, and Attorney-Gen- 
eral Wilson. Yesterday Lieut.-Gov. Bingham 
appeared for Chippewa County, and a Commit- 
tee from Milwaukee County appeared for their 
respective localities.

CROP-PROSPECTS. 


THE GENERAL OUTLOOK. 
pecial Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New York, May 23.—The Times will print to- 
morrow a large body of reports upon the pres- 
ent condition of the crops and the promise of 
the harvest througbout the United States. The 
letters and dispatches come from about 100 
places, covering more than a thousand points, 
in thirty-four States and one Territory. The 
reports show that, while there is no such uni- 
versal, promise of overflowing harvests as 
was / reported a year ago, result- 
ing from the exceptfonaliy early spring 
ot 1878, there are satisfactory indications ot 
an average product in most sections and of 
most crops, while, in case of some staples, an 
increase is expected. The general character- 
istics of the season have been everywhere the 
same. A cold and late spring was followed by 
a severe drought, from which crops had begun 
to suffer seriously when the rains of last week 
brought the needed relief. The lateness of the 
season was not without some compensating ad- 
vantages. Had the seed been sown early the 
dryness of the first two weeks of May would 
have hindered its germination, and then a un- 
even growth would necessarily have resulted. 
The favorable weather succeeding the rains has 
caused all kinds of vegetation to push forward 
rapidiy, until they are now in a state of ad- 
vancement the equal of any ordinary year. The 


wheat and corn crops of the Western and 


Northwesthern States will surpass that of last 
year should the latter.season prove favorable. 
The condition of the fruit crop in New Eu- 
gland and the Middle States is one of unusual 
promise, but in many sections of the South 
and West the trees have been injured by the 
cold winter or late frosts.

THE GRAND TRUNK. 

There has been no information received at the 
office of the Grand Trunk in this city when Sir 
Henry Tyler, the President, and the other 
officials of the road, will be in this city. They 
are expected here this evening, but it is prob- 
able that they may not reach this point until 
Monday. As already stated, the object of the 
present trip of the Grand Trunk managers is 
| for the purpose of completing the arrangements 
for an independent outlet of their road to this 
city. From parties who are well posted, it is 
learned that Sir Henry Tyler would greatly 
prefer to use the Chicago & Lake Huron Rail- 
road as the Chicago outiet for the Grand 
Trunk. The road will try to get the 
east end of the line frum Flint to Port Huron 
at the sale which occurs. next week. The post- 
vonement of the sale aday or two ago is said to 
have been made at the solicitation of the Grand 
Trunk Railway officials, As regards the West- 
ern end of the line between Lansing and Val- 

there can be no doubt that the Grand 
Trunk will bave it, as it already bas a control- 
ling interest in it. Should the Grand Trunk suc- 
ceed in getting wie Eastern Division a new line 
between Flint and Lansing would at once be 
constructed, when Vanderbilt can be forced to 
let go his hold upon the Chicago & Northeast- 
ern. From Valparaiso to Thornton a line is now 
being contracted, known as the Chicago & State 
Line, and from Thornton to Chicago, the old 
Ch Southern will be having passed 
into the control of the Grand Trunk some time 
ago. This route would then be as follows: 
Chicago to Thorn 21 miles; Thornton to 
Valparaiso, 39 miles; Val to Lansing, 161 
miles; Lansing to Flint, 47 miles; and Flint to 
Port Huron, N miles. This would make the 
total mileage of the new route 325 miles. There 
Will be, besides a branch from Thornton to 
Joliet, a distance of 26 miles, to connect with 
the Chicago & Algon and Chicago, Rock Island 
& Pacific, at that point. 

Should the Grand Trunk failin carrying out 
thie project, it can tura to two other routes 
nearly as direct as the former. One is from 
Ridgway by way of Pontiac to Lansing, and the 
other from Detroit via the Detroit, nsing & 
Northern to Lansing. The latter route woula 
be the longest, but if the Detroit people offer 
good inducements it is not improbable that it 
will be selected if the favorite scheme of using 
the Chicago & Lake Huron to Port Huron fails. 

THE RAILROAD WAR. 

Everything remains in statu quo as far as the 
war among the Eastern railroads is concerned. 
The freight rates are still quoted: 12}¢ cents 
per 100 on grain and fourth-class to New York, 
I cents to Boston, 1034 to Philadelphia, and 
9i¢ to Baltimore. The Boston rate up to yes- 
terday was quoted at 1935 cents, the redaction 
being only made yesterday afternoon. The 
railroads emphatically deuy that they make, or 
have made, lower rates than those quoted 
above, but the city is full of rumors that, not- 
withstanding their denial, lower rates have 
been given in some instances, yet none of these 
rumors could be traced toa reliable source.

CHARLES UHLRIOH. 
NO PARDONS WANTED POR COUNTERFEITERS. 

The harm done by pardoning an expert eu- 
graver of counterfeit plates is Illustrated by the 
case of Charies Uhirich. He was caught in 1868 
by William P. Wood, then Chief of the Secret 
Service, and sent to the Columbus (Ohio) Peni- 
teutiary for twelve years for cutting a plate for 
$100 notes of the First National Bank of Cin- 
cinnati. Instead of putting him at work break- 
ing or cutting stone, with a view to destroying 
or impairing bis talent as an engraver, he was, 
it is said, at the start, given a full set of tools 
by the prison autborities, and allowed to im- 
prove himself. He cut plates of 
several of the State institutions, but bis most 
important work was a head of old ‘Bill Allen.“ 
His arrest was a severe blow to many men who 
had used him to make money—legal money— 
for themselves, ‘and he had been locked up but 
a short time before efforts were made to get 
him out. Prominent men were at last inter- 
ested, and along in 1876, when be still had some 
years to serve, Ubirich obtained a pardon from 
President Grant. The Warden of the Peniten- 
tiary, who took a great interest in his 
weifare, set him up in the engraving business at 
Columbus. The Chief of the Secret Service 
knew Uhirich to bea bad man,-—that he couldn't 
be straight to save bis life,—and he therefore 
sent an agent to watch his movements. He 
worked along for six months, constantly under 
the eye of the officer (though be was not aware 
of it), but did nothing out of the way. 

ONE MORNING HE WAS MISSING. 


The detective telegraphed at once to Wash- 


ington, and all the Secret Service agents in the 


country received orders, locate. him. The 
did hist dest, but 9 Enea 
they thought they had bim tn Philadelphia, but 
the individual was a manawho resembled him 
closely. Within a year after his disappearance 
a spurious $50 note on the Central National of 
New York made its appearance. At that time 
the only plates that had not been cap- 
tured dy the Secret Service Division were 
for the $50, $500, and $1,000 greenbacks. There 
was not a bogus National bank plate in exist- 
ence. Presentiy another $50 note came out,— 
that on the Third National, of Buffalo,—and, in 
a little whilé, another on the Broadway Nation- 
al, which was followed by one on tne Trades- 
men’s National, of Ngw York. They were 
re ized as Uhirich’s work. Subsequently 
the 1 fives made their appearance, and 
then the Hanover’s. In the meantime the At- 
lantic coast had been gone over carefully from 
Maine to Maryland for Uhlrich, but in vain. It 
was ascertained at last that he had 
A SWEETHEART IN PHILADELPHIA. 


She was watched, but he evidently wasn’t very 
enthusiastic, as he was never seen to visit her. 
Another woman, who had at onetime lived with 
him, was interviewed by a detective in the guise 
of an attorney. and from ber it was learned that 
he bad a friend in Elizabethport, N. J. This 
town was searched, the friend found, and 
Unlrich proved to be courting bis daughter. 
He was very cautious in his move 
ments, would take a train out, leave it 
at a way-station, and return, his object being to 
ascertain if he was ‘“‘shadowed# Keener men 
than himself, however, were after him, and he 
couldn’t elude them. He finally went to Plain- 
field, and, after remaining there a couple of 
weeks, hired a team and rode io Scott's Plains, 
five miles back in the country, where he had 
rented a house. Here he set to work again, in 
the fall of 1878. When this was known to a 
certainty, the Secret Service operatives pounced 
upon him and captured ® plate for a $100 
Treasury note nearly completed. Afterwards 
Harry Cole, of Philadelphia. an old counter- 
feiter. who furnished the means, and Jacob Ott, 
the printer, were captured. | 
THE $5 aND $50 PLATES, HOWEVER, WERE NOT 

SECURED. 
The former had been changed a littie on the 
back so as to be serviceabie for New York State 
banks, and the notes lately issued were printed 
from it, “ skeletons ’’ being used for the names. 


Cole and Ott are serving gut twelve and ten 


vear sentences respectively at Trenton, N. J.; 
but Ublrich, who has pleaded guilty, is 
still awaiting judgment. It cost the Gov- 
ernment nearly $100,000 te put him where he 
could not inflate the currency, and over 100 
dealers and shovers have thas far been put into 
prison for handling bills printed from the plates 
which Uhlrich cut. Efforte have been making 
for some time to secure the pardon of Ben 
Boyd, the engraver who cut the Traders’ plate, 
from which the Illinois fives. were vrinted, and 
if they are successful, and they are apt to be be- 
fore the end of the twenty years he received, it 
will cost thousands of dollars to arrest bim 
again, and manv men will fall into the hands of 
the officers on account of his crimes. A crooked 
engraver never abandons business, and it is 
an outrage to pardon him, since, from the re- 
sult in Uhlrich's case (it has been the same in 
all), it can be seen how much trouble one man 
can cause, and how many others he can put in 
teion’s cell. *

The Price Will Be Swelled 25 Cents on 
the ist o1 June. * 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune) 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 23.—It is now the 
fixed purpose of the coal companies of this eit y 
to raise circular prices 25 cents per ton the lot 
of June.

Early this year Tas Triscws called attention 
to the fact that an effort was making to secure 
the pardon of Ziegenmeyer, sent to Joliet for 
life for the murder of William Gumbieton. It 
hss more recently publisbed statements regard- 
ing his condition, and the probability that he 
may die at any moment. It is now nearly eight 
years since he was tried and conyicted,—a 
length of time which has wiped the recollection 
of the case from the minds of the great major- 
ity,—and the story of the crime for which he so 
narrowly escaped the scaffold may be interest- 
ing reading, and will serve as a sort of unte- 
mortem obituary for the criminal himselt, 

On the dd of January, 1871, Valorous A. 
Seavey, then a roundsman on the Chicago po- 
lice force, but who is now Police Superintend- 
ent, had his attention called, by some of the 
boys who were skating, to the body of a dead 
man floating in the basin at the foot af Adams 
street, and between the railroad track and the 
breakwater. He etamtned the body, found it 
fastened by the arm with a cord to the railroad 
piles, and reported the case to the Armory. 
The body was soon removed from the water, 
and given over to the Coroner. What, at first, 
appesred to be but the repetition of an almost 
every-day occurrence, and bad excited no par- 
ticular interest or comment, soon developed 
into one of the most mysterious, and, for the 
time, perplexing, murder cases that has ever 
goné upon the criminal dockets of Cook 
County. Ab examination of papers which were 
found upon the body of the deceased showed 
that his name was 6 

M. WILLIAM GUMBLETON. 

There was an envelope addressed to this indi- 
vidual by Blake Brothers & Co., bankers, No. 52 
Wall street, New York City, a freight receipt on 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad 
Company, a receipt from the Star Union Line, 
and a letter from Blake Brothers & Co. The 
body was examined by physicians, and the opin- 
ion given that the man had met his death by 
drowning, yet how he came to be in the water 
could not then be satisfactorily explained. 

Soon after the publication of. the fact of the 
discovery of the body was made, together with 
the name which was found on the papers, certain 
little bits of evidence began creeping to the sur- 
face, which went to show that there had been, 
beyond ail doubt, foul play, and that the * float- 
er” had mst his death not by accident or bis 
own design, but through some human agency. 

About six months later, after @ search that 
might bave discouraged any detective, Joe 
Dixon, now Assistant Superintendent of Police, 
arrested in Branswick, Germany, and brought 
to Chicago, one Alfred Ziegenmeyer, who had 
been fndicted in this country upon a chain of 
circumstantial evidence with the murder of 
Gumbleton. On the llth of July, 1871, the 
trial of Ziezenmeyer was begun before Judge 
Henry Booth, of the Circuit Court in this city, 
and on the evening of July 14 the jury re- 
turned its verdict, finding the prisoner guilty in 
manner and form as charged in the indictment,” 
and fixing and penalty at imprisonment for life. 


The story of this crime, as elicited by the ex- 


amination of witnesses at the trial, and the join- 
ing together of the broken ecbain oi circum- 
stantial evidence, is in brief as follows: 

About the of April, 1870, M. William 
Gambleton,; who had come to America from 
Ireland, where be was born, went into the bank 
of Blake Brothers & Co., New York City, aud 
presented a letter of credit amounting to 41, 
680, and payable to himself, which, as the evi- 
dence of one of his brothers showed, was the 
r portion of an inheritance of £2,000 
from his father. The letter was left at the 
bank, and a week later Gumbleton called again, 
saying he was going to draw his money, as he 
was t to depart for Baltimore, Md, After 
considering the matter, he finally decided to 
leave the money, and weut away, but took a 
letter of credit on the Baltimore correspondent 
of Blake Brothers & Co. Gumbleton went to 
Baltimore, and remained in that city, at No. 
150 bard street, West, from May up to 
Nov. 12. In Baltimore Gumbieton, through 
some channel, became acquainted with a Ger- 
man named

did not board together, but were often 
seen each other’s company. On the 8th of 
November, 1870, Ziegenmeyer ed with R. 
M. Anderson, in Baltimore, and remained there 


‘four days, With no apparent business. On the 


Noy. 12 Gumbleton engaged an ex- 
preasinan to take his to the depot, and

meyer. The latter aiso went to his boa - 
place and paid his bill, secured his baggage, and 
informed the landlord that he was going to 
Richmond. He made this statement for the pur- 
pose, beyond question, of misleading that indi- 
vidual as to his future movements. Three days 
later, as the testimony of one Robert T. Vick- 
ers, of Chicago,showed, the two men were in 
Chicago. Vickers kept a private boarding-house 
at No, 10 West Randolph street. The two men, 
giving their true names, William 

umbleton and Alfred Ziegenmeyer, ar- 
rived. at his place Nov. 15, took a room 
together, and were continually in each other’s 
company for four days. On Saturday night, 
Nov. 18, the two men supped together, and no 
one saw M. W. Gumbieton afterwards, until 
when on thc ef January, his body was fished 
ed out of the lake, and its identity proven. On 
that fatal nicht Ziegenmeytr did not return and 
any excuse for the absence of his partner. 
Nor was he seen on Sunday. On Monday he 
came back to Vickers, saying 
GUMBLETON HAD GONE TO NEW YORK, 


and volunteered to pay his partuer’s bill, add- 
ing thathe himself was also going to New 
York. As Gumbleton had had no intention of 
ing away when he left the boarding-hotise, he 
not paid bis bill, and had failed to take away

DIXON PROCEEDED TO EUROPE. 
He arrived in Berlin April 7, 1871, baving spent 
a few days in Ireland to find Gumbieton’s rela- 
tives. After an interview with Minister Ban- 
croft regarding the extradition of Zieg~enmever, 
Dixon went to Brunswick, in Hanover, where the 
fugitive was résiding.. Here be found some op- 
position to the delivery of the person of Ziegen- 
meyer, but finally, May 2, Dixon was informed 
that the authorities had decided to give up the 
man, and he was turned over, together with bis 
effects and about $2,000 in money. The case 
ereated considerable excitement over there, aud 
was the occasion of a great deal of correspond- 
ence between the United States Minister and 
the Berlin officials. On the 3d of May Dixon 
left Brunswick with bis 4 and sailed for 
America on the 6th of that month. On the 280 
of May Dixon and Ziegerieyer reached Chi- 
cago. 


When the case came to trial the prosecution 
had to depend entirely n circumstantial evi- 
dence. Mr. Was n State’s Attorney, 
and managed the case .with considera- 
ble ability. There was no one who 
bad witnessed the deed, yet link after 
link of evidence was forged together, the corpus 
delicti proven, and the tragedy traced direct! 
to r er as being the last person wit 
him on the uight in question, and having taken 
vossession of the dead man’s property through 
forgeries and assumed the dead man’s name. 
An important link in the chain of circumstantial 
evidence, aside from the account-book spoken 
of above, was the fact that Gumbleton, when a

BROKEN HIS ARM. 
Two of the brothers of the deceased who were 
present at the trial testified that the fnjury oc 
curred by yy from a race-horse when Gum- 
bleton was 8 or 10 years of age. They were cer- 
tain that it was the right arm. For the purpose 
of establishing this point, Drs. B. C. Miller, then 
County Physician, and Edwin Powell were 
placed upon the stand. They produced in Court 


the bumerus bone of each arm of the deceased, 


and testified that the one from the right arm 
was shorter than the other, and that 
there had been a change in the atis 
of the shaft of that bone, The 
right humerus nad been fractured, and was a 
half-inch shorter than the other. ‘The doctors 
were firm in their opinion that the shortenitiy 
was not occasioned isflammation, as such 
shorten could only occur at the extremities, 
and that injury had occurred in youth. 
Then, again, the identity of the dead man was 
further established by the evidence of the broth- 
ers and the surgeons, One of the former testi- 
fied that Gumbleton had lost two teeth on the 
right side of the upper jaw. The surgeons ex- 
amined the dead man, and found the right 
incisor and canine tooth of the upper jaw gone. 
Theu the account-book found at the junk-suop 
was another proof of the identity of Gumbieton. 
The brothers testified that it was one formerly 
kept by their mother at. ber home in Curriglass, 
Ireland; that there was some of the mother’s 
handwriting in it, and also some of the de- 
ceased’s. . 
UPON THE TRIAL ZIEGENMEYER’S CHIEF POINT 
OF DEFENSE 
was that Gumbleton had been on a spree, and 
that he supposed he had either: fallen into the 
lake or been arrested. The next day (Sunday) 
he had gone down to the Jake-shore to hunt 
around for his companion, but, not finding him, 
he had determined to make use of the deceased's 
effects. No attempt was made to disprove the 
forgery Of the certificates of deposit, but it was

Bull- Beef — Favorable Testimony§— Plant 
Some Peanuts—About Hyacioths.Poor 
Cheese~To Get Rich Quiekiy—The Solo- 
graph-Bad Sced—Abeut Frult- arm 
Crops.

Cuampaion, III., May 22.—New industries are 
continually creating mew markets for articles 
which we have heretofore looked upon as worth- 
less. An old bull or a superennuated cow has, 
in times past, been considered poor property 
and hard to dispose of; but i is 80 no longer. 

Country-buvers of cattle for the Chicago mar- 

ket are now keen to get either; and we are in- 

formed that they sell as soon as unloaded at the 
Stock-Tards at good prices. It is alleged that 
the purchasers are the proprietors of beef-can- 
ning estadlishments; who, if the allegation is 
true, certainly make a very palatable article of 
food out of an unpromising stock. It is said 
that meat for purposes of cagning must be as 
lean as possible; heoce fat cattle are not want- 
ed. An old bull or cow has very little fat,— 
therefore the meat keeps well; and, as for its 
original toughness, that all disappears under the 
cooking process to which the meat is subjected 
previous to being canned. Heretofore, this 
class of meat has been surreptitiously sold in 
the cheap meat-markets in the suburbs; but 
this is no longer necessary. It will dou 

be a great relief to the poor people who have 

been obliged to chew this tough stuff, and will 

result in their getting better meat. It is a 

pleasure to know that the eanned- beef trade is 

flourisaing, and that the market for old bulls is 
not likely to be overdone.

But this is only one advantage. Cows or young 
cattle fed a half-bushel of chopped beets per 
day will thrive in a wonderful manner. Milch- 
cows will produce more and richer milk than if 
fed on meal and hay alone. There are thousands 
of Western farmers who can as well as not grow 
an acre or two of beets. with but little expense, 
which, when grown, will allow the farmer to 
sell more corn then be otherwise would, in ad- 
dition to the value — as feed for grow- 
ing stock. Hogs are 1 of them, and 
may be wintered through good condi 
without an ear of corn. 

PLANT SOME PRANUTS. 

This vegetable will grow in almost any of the 
Western States, and we are surprised that they 
are not more commonly found in our gardens. 
All that is required is to plant the nuts, one in 
a place, eighteen inches apart, and two inches 
deep, and them keep them hoed clean and the 
soil loose. The nuts are produced upon the un- 
der side of the vines, whence they grow down 
into the soil. In hot, seasous they are very 
prolific; and afew hu hills will produce 
ayer to furpish many an evening-party with 
asupbly. In purchasing seed, do not do asa 
gentleman well known in this State as an emi- 
nent borticultarist did, viz: buy the roasted 
nuts. They do not grow in that condition. 

* ABOUT HYACINTHS.

Answer— According to your description, it ap- 
pears to be probable that your borses are af- 
fected with mange. Mange of horses, as well 
as itch of buman beings and scab of sheep, is a 
cutaneous eruption caused by small verasites, 
usually called acari or mites. As far as horses 
are concerned, three different kinds of mauge- 
mites are discriminated. The same have been 
named by Gerlach: Sarcoptes equi, Dermato- 
dectes equi, and Symbiotes equi. The first, the 
Sarcoptes, are very similar to the itch-mites of 
human beings (Sarcoptes hominis), and, 
temporarily at least, can produce a cutaneous 
erruption on the human skin, which cannot 
be distinguished from genuine itch. The 
full-grown female Sarcoptes, which is considera- 
bly larger than the male, measures fully 1-57th 
of an inch in length, and 1-834 of an inch across; 
while the male measures only 1-117th of an inch 
in Jength, and 1-167th of an inch in width, The 


Sarcoptes of horses, like those of numan beings, 
burrow into the epidermis, usually at the root 
of a hair, and hide themselves in frequeutiy very 
long and narrow canals; bence their name from 
the Greek sarx,“ flesh, and ‘‘ ptessein,” to 
hide. These mites, in some countries, at least, 
constitute the most frequent cause of mange; 
while in others those named second, the Derma- 
todectes equi, seem to occur oſtener. The Sar- 
coptes apparently do not give any special pref- 
erence to certain parts of the skin, because 
mange, produced by them, usual! spreads over 
the whole body, except the legs, which, in most 
cases, remains exempted. if tliere is any part 
of the body that is principally attacked, it is 
usually the head, the neck, and the shoulders. 
As the Sarcoptes burrow into the epidermis, or 
the external layer of the skip, it is not very easy 
to destroy the same by means of a wash, or au 
ointment, etc., unless the application is a very 
thorough one. 

The second kind, Dermatodectes equi, is very 
similar to the scab-mite of sheep (Dermatodec- 
tes ovis), Joes not burrow into the skin_ or its 
epidermis, but lives on the surface, and is con- 
siderably larger than the Sarcoptes. The full- 
grown female measures one-fifticth of an inch 
in length, and one-sixty-sixth of an inch in 
width, and under favorable circumstances—ino 
very good light—may even be detected with the 
naked eye. The male is somewhat smaller. 
Are 
the tes, —at least do 8 such an 
extent over the whole horse, and favor especially

JOHN KEATS. 
HIS SUOCESS ‘AND DEATH. 
To the Haitor of The Tribune. 
RockrorD, III., May 20.—**The thing that 
bath been is that which shall be; and that which 


USIN 


‘is done is that which shall be done; and there is 


no new thing under the sun.“ So wrote one 
whose name has come down to us as a synonym for 
wisdom ; and in lookitig into the history of the 
past, as compared with the lives around us, we 
can but see that human nature bas been the 
same in allages. Men were tortured with per- 
plexities and doubts, with longings and fears; 
they loved, and lost, and died; they hoped, and 
strove, and gained; and to write oyt the story 
of their lives is but to repeat the same tale 
that hath often been told. Yet we often turn 
to these old writers for @ confirmation of som@ 
thought that has entered our own life, and from 
the sweet friendships around us we turn to the 
dead past and find that the bond of humanity is 
stronger than time; it is the golden cord that 
has bound the centuries together. We are 
charmed with the aweetness of their song, and 
with the life and beauty that is brought before 
us, or again we catch the sad, low strain that 
tells of a suffering heart, of a life that is crush- 
ed and broken by a destiny too strong for mor- 
tal man to contend against. 

Such was the fate of John Keats; a life that 
heid the test promise of fame and renown 
was blighted, and the fond hopes of friends left 
to disapointment. The poet was born in Lon- 
don, Oct. 23, 1796; and in his 15th year was ap- 
prenticed to a surgeon. Most of his time, how- 
ever, we flud, was devoted to the cultivation of 
his literary talents, and during bis apprentice- 
ship he made and carefully. wrote out a transla- 
tion of the Afneid, and instructed himself to 
some extent in Greek and Itelian. In 1818 he 
published his Endymion,” a tie romance, 
It was acknowledged by his friends to be de- 
fective in some parts, bat it bore the evidence 
ot deep thought anc the creative imagination of 
ageénius. The poem was criticised in a tone so 
conteni ptuous and severe by oné of the lite 
journals that it embittered the life of the you 
poet, and induced a disease that, in its fatal 
consequences, brought a speedy relief to the 
: ate, sensitive heart. The distinguished 

Hunt was one of his earliest friends, and, 
among others, bad encouraged bim to hope 
much from the publication of this his first ef- 
fort; and to understand how keen bis sufferings 
were, one must remember the extravagant 
praise and flattery of his friends and the bitter- 
ness and hostility of his critics. But Keats con-

FLORICULTURE. 
SOMB PRACTICAL HINTS,

To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cu101G0, May 23.—It appears from the moru- 
ing papers that the Warner Silver bill is likely 
to be defeated in the House for the reason that 
if it becomes law, and there is a free coinage of 
silver, the Government will lose the difference 
between the bullion and the coin value of silver.

There are 
desperate situations when leaders of armies have 
deemed it wise to burn their boats behind them.

may be that there are men of desperate fortunes 
who may wisely follow that example; but, in 
most cases, itis prudent for generals and other 
men to secure a line of retreat in case of failure. 

I do not say that there are no precious metals 
in Colorado; the State is full of them. 1 do not 
say that fortuncs cannot be made; hundreds of 
men are daily growing rich there. I do not say 
that money cannot be made there at other call- 
ings besides mining; thousands of men are 

F money, What I propose to do in the 
present article is to warn people against going 
to Colorado without some settled plan of opera- 
tions.—without some knowledge of the country, 
its mines, its industries, ite capabilities,—and 
without means to return in case they do not 
succeed.

Mines have been sold before now for large sums, 
which did not contain an ounce of the precious 
metals. But yen can have the mineral assayed. 
Do you know whether that mineral came from 
the mine, or whether the hole was salted? 
Many a mine bas been sold which had been care- 
fully prepared by cuuning experts to delade the 
buyer. Again, even when rich mineral is found, 
it may be only a pocket, to be exhausted 
by a few days’ working. The man 
who goes to Colorado to invest money in mines 
ought to have practical knowledge of the sub- 
ject, or else he should employ an expert—a com- 
petent and trastworthy man—to examine the 
property carefyl before he pays a dollar of the 
purchase-mouov. If you once get hold of a good 
property it will pay largely, but mining is like 
every other business,—it requires knowledge, 
business-ability, and good management to make 
it pay. And it requires a good deal of capital. 
Immense sums are generally spent before a 
mine makes any return, If you have not con- 
siderable means, good businsss-ability, and some 
knowledge of , tie probability is that you 
can do quite as well in business in the East as 
in mining in the West.

STOCK-RAISING. 

There is undoubtedly one interest in Colora- 
do which, to a prudent and careful man who un- 
derstands the business, will return a rich re- 
ward: stock-raisiug.

It is 
presumed, of course, that ordinary prudence 
will be exercised in establishing a herd; ordina- 
ry knowledge of cattle be possessed by the in- 
vestor; ordinary care taken of the animals; aud 
that no extraordinary dishsters from snow, 
drought, or grasshoppers befall the venture.
